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CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 


ICS  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  October,  estimated  at 
55,275,000  gallons,  vas  3 percent  larger  than  in  October  1961  and  vas  only  frac- 
tionally smaller  than  the  record  production  for  the  month  in  October  1946.  Output 
vas  8 percent  above  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month.  Compared  with  September, 
the  decline  vas  only  11  percent,  compared  with  1 6 percent  at  this  time  last  year, 
and  an  average  of  14  percent  in  the  1956-60  period.  Temperatures  averaged  above 
normal  during  October  in  most  of  the  country  except  the  Northeast,  a considerable 
area  of  California  and  the  Northwest,  and  New  Mexico. 

Compared  with  October  1961,  ice  cream  production  vas  more  in  all  regions  ex- 
cept the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  vas  3 percent  less.  Output  vas  1 percent  more 
in  the  South  Central  States  and  4 percent  larger  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Production 
vas  up  6 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  10  percent  in  the  Uest.  North 
Central.  In  the  West,  output  increased  11  percent  in  the  Mountain  States  and  5 
percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three  leading  states,  production  vas  up  5 percent 
in  California,  but  vas  down  2 percent  in  New  York  and  5 percent  in  Pennsylvania. 
Important -producing  states  shoving  decreases  were  Nebraska,  North  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Louisiana,  and  all  North  Atlantic  states  except  Connecticut.  Output  vas  about  the 
same  in  Ohio  and  Tennessee. 

Compared  with  the  1956-60  average  for  October,  increases  in  all  regions  varied 
from  2 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  l6  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Production  vas 
up  5 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  13  percent  in  the 'South  Atlantic. 
Other  gains  were  7 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  9 'percent  in  the  East 
North  Central,  and  10  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Production  vas 'll  percent  more  in 
both  New  York  and  California.  Output  vas  unchanged  in  Pennsylvania,  Iova,  and 
Alabama.  Decreases  were  shown  in  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  and 
Louisiana.  All  other  important -producing  states  shoved  increases.

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ICE  I 'ILK  PRODUCTION 


U.S.  production  of  ice  milk  in  October  was  estimated  at  13; 685,000  gallons, 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  l6  percent  more  than  in  October  1961 
and  55  percent  larger  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  month . Total  January - 
October  output  this  year,  of  l6l, 755*000  gallons,  was  up  12  percent  from  the  total 
a year  ago  and  47  percent  from  the  1956-60  average. 

Ice  milk  production  decreased  18  percent  from  September  to  October,  compared 
with  27  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  26  percent  on  the  average  in  the 
1956-60  period.  Output  declined  seasonally  in  all  sections  of  the  country.  Com- 
pared with  October  1961,  production  increased  in  all  regions.  The  sharpest  gains 
occurred  in  the  East  North  Central  and  South  Atlantic  regions.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  manufacture  in  the  United  States  during  October  was  2,510,000  gallons  - 
1 percent  less  than  in  October  1961,  but  7 percent  more  than  the  1956-60  average 
for  the  month.  Output  in  the  first  10  months  of  this  year  was  4 percent  less  than 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1961,  while  only  fractionally  less  than  the  5-yea-r 
average  for  the  period,  production  declined  23  percent  from  September  to  October, 
compared  with  28  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  29  percent  on  the  average 
in  the  1956-60  period. 

Compared  with  October  1961,  sharp  losses  in  the  No’rth  Atlantic  Region  and  the 
Pacific  outweighed  gains  in  all  other  sections  of  the  country.

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"MELLOPIITS-TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 

The  nation’s  output  of  Ilellorine  and  other  frosen  desserts  made  with  fats  and 
oils  other  than  millcfat  totaled  4,070,000  gallons  in  October.  This  was  8 percent 
more  than  in  October  I96I  and  37  percent  larger  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the 
month.  Production  in  the  first  10  months  of  this  year  was  4 percent  more  than  the 
January-October  total  in  1961  and  28  percent  above  the  average. 

Ilellorine  production  declined  4 percent  between  September  and  October.  The 
seasonal  drop  was  12  percent  between  these  months  a year  earlier  and  19  percent  be 
tween  the  5-year  averages.  Output  decreased  in  all  important  Mellorine -producing 
states  except  Missouri,  Arkansas  and  California.

HATER  ICS  PRODUCTION 


Hater  ice  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  1,395,000  gallons  in 
October  - 5 percent  more  than  in  October  1961  and  l6  percent  above  the  1956-60  aver- 
age. The  January-October  total  this  year  was  2 percent  less  than  a year  earlier, 
but  6 percent  more  than  the  1956-60  average  for  the  period.  Sharp  seasonal  declines 
occurred  in  all  sections  of  the  country.  Compared  with  October  1961,  output  was 
smaller  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  the  South  Atlantic . Production  in- 
creased in  all  other  regions .
